RATES RESTORED 

The belated temporary restoration 
of the Crow’s Nest Pass Rates by the 
federal cabinet pending an appeal to 
the supreme court of Canada by the 
prairie provinces,' is a justification of 
the discriminatory claims set up by 
these provinces and a victory for them 
in the outcome of the appeal. The 
question of law and jurisdiction was 
the determining factors in the argu¬ 
ments submitted and the cabinet’s 
formal order-in-council was finally 
approved by the attorney-general. 
This, at least, gives a respite for the 
time being while the question of the 
powers of the railway commissioners, 
an appointed body, to autocratically 
overthrow a prerogative action of 
parliament, is being determined. That 
there was doubt as to the commissions 
authority or right to so abrogate a 
former act of the government, is now 
evidenced by the granting of the ap- 
^peal ^pnd the admitted power of the 
attorney-general to grant a stay of 
proceedings or postpone the opera¬ 
tions of the board in this regard. The 
delay in these proceedings is the mo¬ 
ment of comment in the west, and if 
the doubt of the boards power to so 
annul the Crow’s Nest agreement was 
prevalent at the time, the summary 
actions of its rulings should have been 
immediately held in abeyance and not 
allowed to become effective until pas¬ 
sed upon by the proper determining 
authorities if such was necessary. In 
the meantime unjust legislation, evi¬ 
dently, was allowed to become effec¬ 
tive among the people of the western 
provinces. It is expected that the ap¬ 
peal will be expidited and that the re¬ 
sults of the findings of the supreme 
court will be known within fifteen days 
when the people will be informed as 
real governing power of the dominion. 

DEACHMAN IS CORRECT 

After making a tour of the province 
R. J. Deachman sizes up the situation 
about licensed premises as follows: 
One hotel keeper, he finds, is running 
a hotel and incidentally sells beer. 
But his first aim (is to run a good ho¬ 
tel. The next place he finds the man 
is running a drinking place and the 
hotel is a side line. The landlord runs 
the hotel because he cannot sell beer 
without the hotel. If the Alberta ho¬ 
tels are filled up with the former, the 
act is sure to be a success. If the 
lictels are filled with the latter, pro¬ 
hibition will be back in a few years. 

BETWEEN TWO EVILS 

Drunkenness is a deadly sin. Of 
other readly sins it is often a proxi¬ 
mate occasion. It is a social evil that 
threatens the well-being of the State. 
It is all that, but it is not the unique 
social evil; it is not the sole occasion 
of all iniquity; it is not the one and 
only sin. Even as it does not stand 
alone, so also in its shameful cate¬ 
gory it does not even stand supreme— 
Whatever else the welfare of the na¬ 
tions may demand it should be clear 
enough at this present tijne that above 
all it is required that their people 
should enjoy true liberty. Against 
•*^his lawful liberty, boused upon the 
Coil 1 piaw^frecdom of the human will, 
against the lawful use of one of God’s 
most pleasant gifts, hallowed by the 
Saviour of the world Himself, the Pro¬ 
hibition propoganda is directed. In 
one great country it has achieved its 
end. It seeks a like success in Eng¬ 
land. There is sufficient parity be¬ 
tween the two to justify our fearing 
the same results. At the worst we 
may well doubt the advantage of 
changing from a country of honest 
topers into a nation of secret dram- 
drinkers.

“If I am a pessimist,” said Lord 
Dewar, “they sdy I wear a belt as well 
as braces; if I am an optimist, I wear 
neither. Give us more humor; a man 
with a sense of humor never started 
a revolution.

All 
we can look for now is—the tax col¬ 
lector tomorrow and the death duties 
a little later on.” * - -

ENCOURAGING EXTRAVAGANCE 

Sir George^fo^er recently said in 
England that Canada will have a pop¬ 
ulation of 76,000,000 “in the not far 
distant future.”

The court 
action was brought by Canadian inter¬ 
ests because the level of Lake Michi¬ 
gan was being lowered seriously. 

WANTS TO SETTLE IN ALBERTA 

Forced to leave Siberia by the Sov¬ 
iet Government as a result of oppos¬ 
ing views, S. Balakshin, at one time 
head of the most famous co-operative 
movement in the world, namely the 
Union of Siberian Creamery Operators 
and now residing in China, has writ¬ 
ten to the publicity branch of the Pro¬ 
vincial Government for information on 
farming in Alberta, expressing his de¬ 
sire to take up farming here. Mr. 
Bolashin’s daughter is now studying 
agriculture in Washington State Agri¬ 
cultural College, and the remainder of 
his family is now being educated at 
an English school in China. The co¬ 
operative association of which Mr. 
Balashin was at one time head in Si¬ 
beria, included 2100 butter manufact¬ 
urers and 2300 co-operative stores. 
The Soviet Government confiscated 
the property. 

AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION 

The Preliminary estimate of the 
Provincial Department of Agriculture 
on the total value of agricultural pro¬ 
ducts, including all branches of the 
industry, for the year 1924 is placed 
at $226,449,667.70 as compared with 
the total in 1923 of $223,814,304.00. 
This estimate is subject to revision as 
later returns are received were so 
much less than last year the prices 
nceived were so much higher as to 
Lring the total value up. The prelim¬ 
inary estimate of wheat production is 
placed in round figures at 62,700,000 
bushels, but this may be revised when 
later returns are received. There has 
been an increase in dairy products, but 
a decrease in selling value, so that the 
. total value of all dairy products re- 
' main the same as the previous year.

THE LOCAL STORE 

There is always a certain amount of 
discussion and controversy going on 
in small towns as to the merits of buy¬ 
ing in local stores as opposed to buy¬ 
ing from some of the great depart¬ 
mental stores in the large cities which 
do a mail tfrder business. Certainly 
a considerable amount of money does 
go gut of almost every small town in 
Canada to buy goods from some of 
these great stores, and the farmers 
buy in this way on an even larger 
scale in all probability than the resi¬ 
dents in the towns. It is entirely nat¬ 
ural that local storekeepers should dis¬ 
like this mail order buying at a dis¬ 
tance, which robs them of trade which 
they would otherwise get. On the oth¬ 
er hand, no one can fairly blame the 
buyer who buys on the cheapest mark¬ 
et. After all, he is entitled to say 
that a storekeeper carries on business 
for his own benefit in the first instance 
and only secondarily for the good of 
his customers. The question is what 
is the general effect o£-J4ipse great 
mail order stores? Are they a good 
thing for a country ar a bad thing? 
They certainly can unio^take or foster 
mass production, whichN probably 
makes for cheapness, and they tend to 
eliminate a good deal of wasted time 
and reduce overhead charges, but on 
the other hand they tend to create 
great concentrations of capital and 
business in a few hands, they involve 
the existence of large numbers of paid 
employees whose work is of a some¬ 
what monotonous mechanical nature 
easily degenerating into soulless 
drudgery, and they almost wholly 
eliminate the pleasant personal char¬ 
acter which attaches to purchases 
made in local stores. There are few 
of us who cannot think of several 
stores in our town which it is a pleas¬ 
ure to enter, and exchange a little gen¬ 
ial chaff with the’ proprietor and his 
satellites, while we make our modest 
purchases. We cannot very well ex¬ 
change chaff with a mail order house, 
when all that we know is that our or¬ 
der was “packed by No. B. 57” or some 
inhuman cipher. Moreover, there are 
some people who would lose quite a 
lot of pleasure in life if they were un¬ 
able to taSe up the telephone and in¬ 
dulge in a protracted wrangle with 
some one of their pet storekeepers ov¬ 
er the quality of the latest order. Fur¬ 
ther, the elimination of local store¬ 
keepers would tend to make the small 
towns still smaller and the great cities 
still larger, and it is pretty generally 
agreed that the concentration of enor- 
mdus numbers of people into a few 
large cities is not one of the healthy 
tendencies of the age. The question 
has many sides to it, but on the whole 
it would seem that the day has not yet 
come when the local storekeeper can 
no longer fill a really useful part in 
the economic machinery of the com¬ 
munity, and that being so, he is en¬ 
titled to the -consideration and the 
reasonable support of the community 
in which he carries on his business.

The .shortest day in the year is now 
behind us and from now until June 
21st the period of daylight will be ex¬ 
tended each day. 

A vote of $20,000 for immigration 
purposes has been passed by the B. C. 
government, the money being required 
principally to cover the cost of bring¬ 
ing fifty Hebridean fishermen to the 
coast of Vancouver Island. 

What is believed to be a record 
price for apples has just been received 
by the R. . Long ranch near Creston, 
B.C. It shipped two carloads of De¬ 
licious apples to England—1,600 cases 
at $3 a case—picked from 200 selected 
tree. The yield per acre figures out 
at $1,200. 

Spillers have commenced export of 
Western Canada wheat from their big 
elevator at Vancouver, 10,000 bushels 
having been loaded on the Tenpaisan 
Maru recently. The plant has at pres¬ 
ent a loading capacity of 15,000 bush¬ 
els an hour. 

Parker-Ellis, formerly of Sweet 
Grass, Montana, now of the United 
States Irrigation District, deposited 
the deeds of his 160 acres of land in 
the U. I. D. in his saftcy deposit box 
at the bank, and walked out with $1,- 
600 credit at the bank, after paying in 
full for his land fronj the proceeds of 
one crop off the land, which he pur¬ 
chased in 1922, prepared for crop in 
1923 and harvested in the fall of 1924. 

Since the beginning of the present 
crop season there has been shipped 
through the port of Vancouver an ag¬ 
gregate of 10,039,541 bushels of grain, 
whi&h represents an increase of nearly 
four million bushels over the same 
crop period of last year, according to 
a bulletin issued by the Vancouver 
Merchants’ Exchange. For the cor¬ 
responding period of last year, up to 
December 1, the total grain shipments 
out of the port were 6,167,140 bushels. 

An exchange says if you are in busi¬ 
ness let the people know it.

EXETER CATHEDRAL 

The Very Rev. H. R. Gamble, Dean 
ol i^xeter oaUitUrai, Devonshire, Eng¬ 
land, lias issued an appeal to leiiotv 
countrymen in i^anada io assist as lar 
as they etui in the enou now being 
made to raise a lund of i~4u,6UU to 
make and keep the rubric oi uie Ca¬ 
thedral wuteiproof. It was our priv¬ 
ilege last duly to visit hxeter ana in¬ 
cidentally we sauntered thiough the 
great Cathedral and saw that while 
the inside was in good repair, the out¬ 
side, in consequence of so much of the 
stone work decaying, is continually 
wanting a very large amount of woik. 
It is estimated that £25,000 will be re¬ 
quired to complete the repairs and of 
this amount A 16,000 has been sub¬ 
scribed, but the balance is difficult to 
get. As our English Cathedrals are 
much treasured by English speaking 
people all over the British Empire, it 
may be the desire of some of our read¬ 
ers to assist the fund and thus aid the 
people of Exeter in preserving for the 
world, this wonderful Cathedral, .which 
is the chief architectureal glory of 
Devon. Contributions may be sent to 
the Dean at the Deanery, Exeter, or 
the Exeter Bank, Exeter. We here¬ 
with reproduce one of the appeals sent 
out to friends for funds: 

.Sir,—You will understand that be¬ 
ing hung so far, I hear about and see 
a great many things.

on tablets on the walls, those who ad¬ 
mire and love ancient works of beailty, 
those who call dear old Devon, over 
which I continually watch, their home, 
and, last but not least by far, those 
who come to worship in the Church 
below, I am wondering whether all, 
or some, at any_iate, of our friends 
who have not yet given will do so at 
once when they see. my letter to you 
about it. 

If the Dean—his address is The 
Deanery, Exeter—is able to advertise 
soon a large number of fresh subscrip¬ 
tions in answer to this letter from me, 
my voice will be clearer than ever and 
it will rejoice the tons of metal which 
go to make up

According to adivee received by the 
Provincial Publicity Office from offic¬ 
ials of the Canadian National Rail¬ 
way, the Alberta motion , pictures 
compiled by the publicity branch and 
shown in the C.N.R. building at Wem¬ 
bley during the summer, were witnes¬ 
sed by upwards of 100,000 people.

Hides—Very little business and tone 
of market is poor; tanners not show¬ 
ing any buying inclination at present 
prices. 

Furs—No change in prices, with 
movement. from farming districts 
light owing to bad trails; Edmonton 
Fur Exchange prices range steady. 
First eastern auctions next month. 


Approximately $40,000,000 came in¬ 
to the province of B. C., in the last 
twelve months from tourists, accord¬ 
ing to the report of the Vancouver 
Publicity Bureau. Of this 1 about $10,- 
000,000 was from motorists alone dur¬ 
ing the summer. The result of this 
influx of tourist is noticeable in the 
bank clearings and the retail trade 
during the summer months, usually a 
period of inactivity.

A survey of 
successful dairymen all over the con¬ 
tinent would show that most of them 
profited by carrying their full capacity 
of cattle of good average productivity. 
Many of our dairymen are trying to 
reach overhead and prosperity with a 
few good cows who really require 
double the number to attain their ob¬ 
jective. There are others struggling 
along with large numbers of low pro¬ 
ducers who would be better off with 
half the number of good ones. In the 
scales of prosperous dairying it ap¬ 
pears to be a law that economic pro¬ 
duction must balance efficient market- 


Providing that certain adjustments 
could be arranged, Western Canada 
will have a big market for its live¬ 
stock in Japan, so, the Calgary Board 
of Trade was informed by H. A. Craig, 
Deputy-Minister of Agriculture for 
the province, who recently returned 
from an investigation in the Orient.

The annual Alberta seed fair will 
take place in Calgary January 20 to 23 
and entries are now being received. 
Following urgent requests from pros¬ 
pective exhibitors, the time for receiv¬ 
ing entries has been extended from 
January 6 to 16, but all entries must 
be in the hands of W.J. Stephen, Field 
Crops Commissioner, Edmonton, by 
that date.

A pilgrimage of English school boys 
may tour the Dominion under the aus¬ 
pices of the Overseas Educative Leag¬ 
ue, as a result of a Canadian official’s 
visit to England to interest secondary 
school associations in the scheme. The 
proposed party will consist of 160 rep¬ 
resentative of the educational author-1 
ities and the inspectorate. 

Tourist traffic in Canada this year 
is likely to constitute a new record, in 
the opinion of the Commissioner of 
Parks. No estimate has been compil¬ 
ed as yet, but the figures for 1923, 
which was carefully estimated at 
$136,000,000, indicate the value of this 
traffic to the Dominion. 

The weather for the past week has 
continued wintry with an occasional 
day of milder and with little winds or 
snow. Very little is doing around the 
elevators but more grains are being 
gradually delivered as the trails open 
up. Considerable grains are yet in 
the farmer’s hands in this locality. 
The local markets are registering high 
The prices here to-day are as follows: 
Wheat $1.69; Oats, 51c.; Barley, 71c.; 
Rye $1.21. 

After taking charge of the Russian 
embassy in Paris, the Soviet govern¬ 
ment publishes a secret document 
showing that in 1916 Russia and 
France entered into a compact for the 
partitioning of Turkey. The Bolshe¬ 
viks have been ruthless in exposing 
the diplomatic records of the czari^ic 
regime, and they set an example which 
has been followed by the republics of 
Germany and Austria. Great Britain 
has also agreed to publish records 
from the foreign office bearing on the 
anticedents of the war. In the course 
of time the people, if they will take 
the time and trouble to read, will find 
out that the London Times was right 
when it said that wars were made in 
the chancelleries of Europe by men 
who played with the masses of the 
people as pawns in a game of chess..
